Pathological  specimens  are  examined  at  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  Chemical  analysis  is 
conducted  by  The  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
the  same  address.

5.  Children’s  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Hospital,  Ely. 

6.  Barry  Accident  Hospital. 

7.  East  Glamorgan  Hospital,  Church  Village. 

Admissions  are,  however,  made  to  other  Hospitals  in  the 
South  Wales  Region  as  and  when  the  special  need  arises. 
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(b)  Orthopaedic  Hospitals. 

Orthopaedic  cases  may  receive  treatment  at  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Hospital,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  In-patients  are  treated 
at  Rhydlafar  Hospital. 


(c)  Infectious  Cases 

Cases  are  usually  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Cefn 
Hirgoed,  near  Bridgend,  but  under  the  regionalisation  of 
Hospitals,  patients  are  occasionally  admitted  to  Infectious 
Disease  Hospitals  in  other  localities,  e.g.,  Lansdowne  Hospital, 
Cardiff. 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Area  Ambulance  Services  are  administered  from  the 
Ambulance  Control  'Centre,  Hawthorn,  Pontypridd,  the  telephone 
number  of  which  is  Pontypridd  3321 . 

In  addition  to  the  vehicles  at  the  Ambulance  Control  Station, 
one  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station,  Fire 
Station,  Cowbridge,  and  another  at  the  Ambulance  Sub-Station, 
Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  more  thickly  populated  parts  of  the  District  are  to  the 
north,  including  the  small  townships  of  Llanharan,  Brynna  and 
Llanharry,  and  in  the  south,  Llantwit  Major  (including  Boverton) 
and  St.  Athan. 

Full  employment  is  available  throughout  the  area.  The  resi- 
dents in  the  north  find  employment  in  coal  mines  by-product  plant, 
milk  factory  and  small  industries  sited  in  the  area  at  Tylagarw. 
Others  are  engaged  in  Factories  outside  the  rural  district. 

Workers  in  the  south  find  employment  at  the  large  Royal  Air 
Forces  Station  at  St.  Athan  and  the  two  Power  Stations  at  The 
Leys. 

House  refuse  is  available  to  99%.  of  the  houses  in  the  area. 
Council  refuse  bins  are  available  throughout  the  area.  98%.  have 
mains  water  and  76%  are  connected  to  the  Public  Sewer.  A cess- 
pool emptying  service  is  available  to  those  not  on  the  public  sewer. 
Electricity  is  now  extended  to  all  but  the  most  isolated  houses. 
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CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIONS  DISEASES

Measles. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  was  well  above  the  average,  and 
it  will  be  seen  that  Llantwit  Major,  St.  Athan  and  Llanharry 
parishes  were  most  affected. 


Pneumonia. 

Here  again  the  figures  were  much  higher  than  usual. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

The  majority  of  cases  were  mild  in  character.  A particular 
watch  is  kept  for  food  handling  contacts  amongst  the  families 
where  the  infection  is  present.

During  the  year  the  names  of  9 persons  were  added  to  the 
Register  of  Tuberculosis  cases.  Of  these,  8 originated  in  the  Coun- 
cil’s district.  There  was  1 inward  transfer  to  this  area. 

We  were  informed  that  '10  names  could  be  removed  from  the 
Register,  4 because  they  had  recovered  and  3 because  they  had 
moved  out  of  the  area.  Three  patients  died  during  the  year. 

The  living  conditions  of  all  cases  are  kept  in  mind  and  from 
time  to  time  reports  are  made  to  the  Health  Committee  when  any 
case  is  thought  to  be  in  need  of  special  consideration,  particularly 
as  regards  housing  conditions. 

It  has  been  the  practice  for  some  years  now,  to  attend  to  the 
disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  for  persons  who  are  removed 
to  hospitals  or  wherever  it  is  considered  desirable.  Arrangements 
for  this  to  be  done  were  made  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
and  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation  Hospital. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department 
and  Chest  Physicians,  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
in  all  matters  relating  to  Tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

Water  Supply 

During  the  year  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board,  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  Council,  extended  their  water  mains  at  Uanharan 
to  serve  the  row  of  twelve  houses  at  'Seymour  Avenue.  In  addition 
the  Council  served  notices  on  the  owners  requiring  them  to  connect 
to  the  new  service.  By  arrangement  with  the  owners  concerned 
the  connections  and  alterations  of  the  storage  tanks,  etc.  were 
carried  out  by  the  Council  by  contract  and  a maximum  charge  of 
£60  per  house  was  agreed  to  be  repaid  over  a period. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  are  the  statutory  water 
undertakers  of  the  area  and  at  the  present  time  98.07%  of  houses 
are  connected  to  the  water  supply  in  this  district. 

The  houses  on  private  supplies  are  chiefly  isolated  farms  and 
houses  sited  too  high  for  a mains  supply  in  the  Northern  part  of 
the  area.  The  Council  made  representations  to  the  Water  Board 
with  a view  to  extending  the  public  service  to  serve  farms,  houses 
and  cafes  at  Stallingdown,  Cowbridge,  and  in  addition  drew 
attention  to  the  lack  of  pressure  at  Colwinston  and  St.  Hilary.

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Housing  Act  1964  — Improvement  Areas 

It  was  reported  in  the  Annual  Report  1965  that  there  were 
some  '1,152  houses  in  the  Rural  District  which  needed  improve- 
ments and  it  was  recommended  that  five  improvement  areas  be 
declared  throughout  the  area.  During  1966  the  first  improvement 
area  was  declared  at  Llantwit  Major  consisting  of  79  dwellings. 
32  of  these  were  owner/occupied,  45  tenanted  and  2 owned  by 
the  District  Council.  All  the  tenanted  dwellings  required  improve- 
ments to  some  extent.  Of  the  tenanted  dwellings  in  the  improvement 
area  34  were  without  a supply  of  hot  running  water,  35  had  no 
bath  or  shower,  35  had  no  bath,  shower  or  wash  hand  basin,  37 
had  no  inside  water  closet  and  24  no  food  store.  The  necessary 
resolution  was  passed  and  public  notices  given  in  accordance 
with  the  requirement  of  the  Act.  Following  this  explanatory  letters 
were  sent  to  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  tenanted  dwellings 
requiring  improvement  and  in  addition  the  owner/occupied  dwel- 
lings were  contacted  with  a view  to  improvement. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  this  is  one  of  the  first  improvement 
areas  declared  in  'Wales  and  later  in  the  year  a visit  was  made 
by  representatives  of  the  Welsh  Office  who  are  responsible  for  this 
work  at  Ministerial  level.  They  expressed  considerable  interest  in 
the  scheme  and  in  any  difficulties  encountered  in  its  operation. 

Preparatory  work  for  the  declaration  of  a similar  scheme  at 
Brynna  proceeded  during  the  year. 


Slum  Clearance 

A special  report  was  presented  to  the  Housing  Committee  in 
June,  1966  giving  details  of  the  slum  clearance  houses  still  to  be 
dealt  with  in  the  'Southern  and  central  part  of  the  Rural  Area.  It  is 
pleasing  to  record  that,  principally  as  a result  of  housing  develop- 
ment at  Llanmaes  Road,  Llantwit  Major,  eleven  houses  were 
closed  as  a result  of  rehousing  by  the  Council  or  occupiers  making 
their  own  arrangements. 

The  remaining  four  unfit  houses  already  scheduled  in  this 
part  of  the  area  are  occupied  by  aged  persons  who  do  not  wish 
to  be  disturbed. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  housing  programme  in  Llanharry  will 
enable  the  remaining  unfit  houses  in  the  Northern  part  of  the 
area  to  be  dealt  with  in  a similar  way.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


(a)  Refuse  Collection 

The  Rural  District  Council  has  a weekly  kerbside  collection 
throughout  the  Southern  area  with  a twice  weekly  collection  for 
business  premises.  Llanharry,  Llanharan  and  villages  to  the  North 
have  a twice  weekly  collection.  The  District  Council  also  undertake 
refuse  collection  from  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  St.  Athan  and 
the  Cowbridge  'Borough  Council.  The  Royal  Air  Force  Authorities 
make  a contribution  of  £1,659  in  respect  of  trade  refuse  collected 
at  the  R.A.F.  Camp. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal 

The  whole  of  the  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Council’s  site  at  'Llanharan.  A full-time  tip  man 
and  bulldozer  are  engaged  on  levelling  and  covering.  During  the 
year  the  'Council  was  informed  that  this  site  would  eventually  be 
needed  for  open  cast  mining  to  be  carried  out  in  the  locality. 


(c)  Cesspool  Emptying 

Applications  for  cesspool  emptying  and  the  number  of  cess- 
pools provided  in  the  area  is  still  on  the  increase.  Three  vehicles 
are  engaged  on  this  work.  During  the  year  the  Council  purchased 
a 1,400  gallon  S & D cesspool  emptier.  Difficulty  is  experienced 
in  finding  suitable  disposal  points  which  are  now  limited  to  two 
sites  in  the  area.  This  involves  considerable  haulage. 

In  view  of  the  requirement  of  the  new  Building  Regulations 
that  domestic  cesspools  must  be  not  less  than  4,000  gallons  and 
the  fact  that  cesspools  built  under  former  Building  Bylaw  control 
were  generally  of  '1,200  gallons  capacity,  the  Council  increased 
their  free  services  from  four  to  eight  for  Building  Bylaw  cesspools 
and  four  for  cesspools  built  under  the  Building  Regulations. 


(d)  Central  Garage 

A central  garage  is  provided  at  Cowbridge  where  all  vehicles 
with  the  exception  of  the  bulldozer  are  garaged.  Refuse  bins, 
paper  sacks,  petrol  and  diesel  oil  are  all  stored  here.  A chargehand  / 
fitter  is  engaged  on  the  maintenance  of  the  cleansing  vehicles. 


(e)  Safe  Driving  Awards 

All  the  drivers  of  'Council  vehicles  are  included  for  the  Safe 
Driver  Award  and  during  1966  four  drivers  qualified  for  awards. 
One  qualified  for  the  5 year  medal  and  the  other  three  for  diplomas. 
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(f)  Refuse  Bin  Scheme 

Since  1964  the  Council  have  operated  a scheme  of  provision 
of  standard  size  refuse  bins  with  rubber  lids,  whereby  the  cost 
is  charged  to  the  general  rate  fund.

Paper  Sack  Pilot  Scheme 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  and  a pilot  scheme 
commenced,  with  paper  sacks  covering  an  ultimate  total  of  370 
houses  in  the  North-Eastern  part  of  Llantwit  Major. 

Trials  were  made  with  2\  and  3^  cu.  ft.  paper  and  plastic 
sacks  with  free  standing  guarded  holders.  The  trial  area  included 
the  new  Council  housing  site  of  T20  houses  and  other  new  estates 
at  Llanmaes  Road. 

The  new  method  of  refuse  storage  was  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  residents  of  this  area.

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All  conveniences  are  maintained  by  part-time  caretakers  with 
the  exception  of  the  Llantwit  Major  Beach  where  a female  care- 
taker is  employed  at  weekends  and  on  two  half  days  each  week 
between  Easter  and  Whitsun,  and  full  time  for  the  remainder  of 
the  summer  period. 

The  caretakers  and  conveniences  are  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Considerable  damage  is  carried  out  each  year  to  the  public 
conveniences. 


Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960. 

(a)  Residential  Sites 

'Four  sites  accommodating  123  caravans  are  licenced  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  area.  The  site  at  Flush  Field,  Llantwit  Major 
is  the  subject  of  a Discontinuance  Order  which  expired  in  Septem- 
ber. Efforts  were  made  to  rehouse  and  vacate  this  site  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  five  caravans  were  still  occupied. 


(b)  Holiday  Sites 

Four  sites  accommodating  90  caravans  are  provided  near  the 
coast  in  the  southern  part  of  the  area. 


(c)  Individual  Residential  Caravans 

The  Planning  Authority  does  not  look  with  favour  on  appli- 
cations for  individual  residential  caravans  and  permission  is  usually 
limited  to  occupants  with  special  reasons  for  living  in  such 
accommodation  — often  for  a short  period  whilst  engaged  on 
building  or  reconditioning  houses.  Three  such  licences  were  in 
force  in  ’1966. 


(d)  Gypsies 

One  gypsy  family  is  resident  in  the  area  consisting  of  man 
and  wife  only. 


Remarks 

Considerable  improvements  in  the  standard  of  caravans  on 
one  residential  site  was  achieved  during  the  year  by  the  removal 
of  seven  unsatisfactory  caravans,  chiefly  by  the  efforts  of  the 
Council’s  officers.  Similar  improvements  in  the  standards  of  the 
sites  generally  is  recorded. 
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Scavenging  of  Streets  and  Highways 

The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  for  the  cleansing  of  streets  throughout  the  area.  They  use 
a mechanical  road  sweeper  and  manual  labour.  During  the  year 
the  Council  arranged  for  additional  cleansing  of  the  streets  at 
Llantwit  'Major  on  Saturdays  in  addition  to  Sundays  by  the  employ- 
ment of  a part-time  labourer. 


Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act  1964 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April,  1965  and  requires 
registration  of  all  scrap  metal  dealers  in  the  area.  At  the  end  of 
1966  there  were  six  registrations  in  the  district. 


Abandoned  Vehicles 

The  number  of  abandoned  vehicles  found  in  various  parts 
of  the  district  is  increasing  and  where  the  owner  cannot  be  found 
the  Council  arrange  for  collection  and  disposal  either  to  a merchant 
at  'Bridgend  or  to  a licensed  scrap  dealer  at  Llandow  Industrial 
Estate. 


Litter  Bins 

From  time  to  time  the  Council  provide  litter  bins  in  the  more 
urban  parts  of  the  district  but  unfortunately  many  of  these  have 
been  damaged  by  vandalism.  Litter  bins  are  also  provided  at 
Llantwit  Major  Beach.

Flooding  took  place  during  the  year  at  Tylagarw,  Sunny- 
croft,  Penllyne  and  'Llanmaes  and  as  a result  of  informal  action 
measures  were  adopted  by  the  authorities  or  persons  concerned 
to  improving  the  surface  water  in  these  particular  areas. 


Explosives  Acts  1875  and  1923 

Seven  explosives  stores  and  five  registered  premises  were  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  In  addition,  fourteen  premises  were  registered 
for  the  sale  of  fireworks. 


Petroleum 

There  are  44  licensed  premises  for  the  storage  of  petroleum. 
Regular  inspections  are  carried  out.  'New  installations  are  inspected 
and  tested  by  the  Council’s  Officers. 


Cinemas 

A modern  cinema  is  licensed  by  the  Council  in  Llantwit  Major. 
Regular  inspections  are  carried  out  and  the  premises  comply  with 
the  Cinematograph  Act  and  Regulations. 


Meals  on  Wheels 

During  the  early  part  of  1966  the  Council  decided  to  operate 
a Meals  on  Wheels  Service  for  aged  and  infirm  persons  in  the 
area  in  co-operation  with  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service. 
The  necessary  equipment  was  purchased  consisting  of  hot  locks, 
etc.  and  delivery  was  made  by  the  use  of  the  volunteers  own 
private  cars.  Later  in  the  year  the  Council  purchased  a Mini  Van 
which  is  garaged  in  the  Cleansing  Garage  at  Cowbridge  and  main- 
tained by  the  District  Council  but  driven  by  W.R.V.S.  volunteers. 

Meals  are  delivered  on  four  days  a week  and  during  1966 
5,156  meals  were  delivered.  The  W.R.V.S.  collect  Is.  6d.  for  each 
meal  and  the  loss  incurred  is  divided  between  the  District  Council 
and  the  Glamorgan  County  Council. 

Most  of  the  success  in  the  operation  of  this  scheme  is  due  to 
the  untiring  efforts  of  Mrs.  Phoebe  Jewell,  W.R.V.S.  Organiser 
and  her  staff  of  volunteers. 

This  scheme  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who  make 
use  of  it  and  the  W.R.V.S.  volunteers  in  addition  to  delivering  the 
meal  keep  in  contact  with,  and  are  often  able  to  assist,  the  recipients 
in  other  social  work. 
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Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  Mr.  R.  Slea,  the  Rodent  Operator  left  the 
employ  of  the  Council  and  Mr.  Clarence  Webster,  who  had  been 
in  the  Cleansing  Department  since  1951,  was  appointed  in  his 
place.  A new  Austin  van  was  purchased  and  this  is  used  for  rodent 
control  and  refuse  bin  delivery  work. 

(a)  Surface  Properties 

Warfarin  with  a base  of  pig  meal,  flour  and  sugar  is  used 
for  treatment  of  surface  properties.  No  warfarin  resistant  rats  were 
found  in  the  area. 

(b)  Sewer  Treatments 

Trial  schemes  with  the  use  of  Flouracetamide  were  continued 
during  the  year  with  successful  results. 

(c)  Farm  and  Other  Contracts 

24  contracts  with  farms  and  business  premises  were  entered 
into  during  the  year.

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MEAT  AND  FOOD 


Slaughterhouse  Act  1958 

One  small  private  slaughterhouse  is  licensed  in  the  area  and 
three  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 
Slaughtering  is  limited  to  two  or  three  days  each  week. 

Diseased  and  waste  foods  are  collected  at  regular  intervals 
by  a licensed  dealer  operating  from  an  adjoining  area. 


Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963 

All  animals  killed  at  the  registered  slaughterhouse  were  inspec- 
ted and  marked  in  compliance  with  the  above  Regulations  and 
the  full  charge  was  made  for  such  inspections.  A summary  of  the 
carcases  inspected  is  shown  in  the  report. 


Milk  Supply 

19  distributors  and  15  dairies  are  registered  with  the  Council 
under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 


Poultry  Dressing  and  Packing 

In  October  the  Committee  were  informed  of  the  circular 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  suggesting  the  need  for 
frequent  and  regular  visits  to  poultry  dressing  establishments. 
The  circular  recommended  that  records  be  kept  of  all  premises 
together  with  the  number  of  inspections,  type  of  bird  processed 
and  the  weight  of  poultry  rejected  for  human  consumption. 

One  of  the  great  difficulties  in  carrying  out  these  recommen- 
dations is  the  fact  that  poultry  dressing  establishments  even  on  a 
large  scale  do  not  require  registration  with  or  notification  to  the 
local  authority  although  they  are  expected  to  comply  with  the 
Hygiene  Regulations  where  poultry  is  sold.  Notification  of  the 
day  and  time  of  slaughter  is  not  required  which  makes  supervision 
and  inspection  almost  impossible.
